Sacramento State’s Nursing 
Division is extending a hand to the 
community. 

As a part of their graduation 
requirement, 63 nursing majors sen- 
iors have been assigned different 
student projects that demand apply- 
ing learning skills and knowledge to 
real life experiences. 

The department has selected 12 
projects and distributed them to the 
students. Through the course of the 
program, the groups of four to six 
students work to complete the 
requirements outlined in the propos- 
als. 

Past projects have been devel- 
oped in conjunction with the school 


nurse, public health agencies and: 





other organizations that provide 
health services to some BIDS in 
the community. 

“Students develop health’ cur- 
riculum and educational resources 
to demonstrate the health needs of a 
specific aggregate in the communi- 
ty,” said Robyn Nelson, chair- 
woman and professor in the 
Division of Nursing. 

Before the beginning of each 
academic year, the Office of Public 
Affairs sends out requests for proj- 
ect proposals to several agencies. 
Projects usually start in September 
and end in May. Completion dates 
are set to coincide with graduation 
from the nursing program. 

Some nursing students said the 
program is an enriching experience 
that they are looking forward to. 

“What I am hoping to learn from 
this project is how to apply my nurs- 
ing skills within the community in 
an effort to improve it,” said senior 
nursing major Sara Brooks. “The 
capabilities of nursing go much fur- 
ther. All communities can benefit 


from the endeavors of nurses.”’ 


The programs are intended to. 


provide students with the tools to 
complete their education and pre- 
pare them for the workplace. 

“T would like to know how to 
work with a group of peers to make 
our project successful and to devel- 
op leadership skills since each nurs- 
ing project requires a lot of inde- 
pendent work,” said senior nursing 
major Shirleen Pratap. 

At the end of the program the 
project’s effectiveness is evaluated 


through a presentation of the assign- . 


ments by the students to classmates, 
faculty and community agency 
members..

save the state millions, as increasing services to the men- 
tally ill would reduce the costs of ree 3 and 
crime. 

Steinberg said that it is time to fulfill the promise to 
provide community health care that former President 
Ronald Reagan made when he deinstitutionalized the 
mental health system: 

“Mental health is an illness that crosses every line in 
society, young or old. It crosses every race, gender and 
political party,’ Steinberg said. “Everybody knows some- 
body with mental illness it has been ignored by the state 
for over three decades.’ 

Eric Wiesenthal, legislative and Bolifical analyst, came 
out to support the rally. He said he suffers from bipolar 
disorder and that he first battled with depression at age 16. 

“A billion dollars would be raised by this initiative; 
$700 million would be raised directly in the state by a 1 
percent tax on the wealthiest households in the state,” 
Wiesenthal said. “There are at least 30,000 households 
who make over a million dollars a year.” 

The other $300 million, Wiesenthal said, would be 
matched by federal funding through programs like 
Medicaid. 

Wiesenthal said that one in 10 people either suffer or 
know someone who suffers from mental illness and it is 
a problem that is probably prevalent to a large amount of 
faculty, staff and students on campus. He said that not 
having the right services available to students can have a 
huge impact on their education.

Non-violent drug offenders hurt by Prop. 66, three strikes produces crowded prisons

n 1994 Californians passed the 

three strikes law, mandating 

increased sentences for repeat 
offenders in response to the grue- 
some 1993 kidnapping and murder 
of 12-year-old Polly Klaas by 
Richard Allen Davis. 

What is often left out is why he 
was paroled: harsh drug laws of the 
1980s had increased the prison pop- 
ulation and early parole was insti- 
tuted to relieve overcrowding. The 
public debate has lacked serious 
discussion about what the law has 
actually done. Below we outline the 
results of the three strikes law, and 
what Proposition 66 will do. 


The three strikes law is based on 
the idea that a small group of repeat 
offenders are largely responsible 
for a serious crime (approximately 
18 percent of offenders commit 
more than 50 percent of crime). 

By incarcerating these people, 
proponents suggested, violent 
crime could be reduced, but after 
ten years numerous studies have 
shown that reductions in crime after 
1994 were due to ongoing trends 
rather than the three strikes law. 
Although three strikes penalties are 
intended for repeat violent offend- 
ers, non-violent drug offenders are 
most heavily impacted. 

Research has also shown that 
the law has not reduced crime rates, 


but has resulted in widely dispro- 
portionate incarceration by race. 
Proponents of Prop. 66 say that 
the current law unjustly incarcer- 
ates nonviolent 2nd strikers and 
nonviolent 3rd strikers, and asks 
counties to reconsider these sen- 
tences. 
Opponents claim 26,000 serious 
criminals would be released if 


Prop. 66 is passed, but this is fic-_ 


tion. Prop. 66 would require the 
state to re-sentence offenders only 
if their conviction was for a nonvi- 


- olent and non-serious felony. No 
one currently serving time for rape, - 


murder, ‘kidnapping or child 
molestation will be re-sentenced or 
released by passage of Prop. 66. 


- According to the latest numbers 


(June 30, 2004) approximately © 


20,000 inmates would need re-sen- 
tencing,. which aren’t violent 
felons. They committed property or 
drug crimes, in some cases petty 
theft like stealing a piece of pizza! 

California’s nonpastisan 
Legislative Analyst Office found 
that there was an overall net sav- 
ings to the prison system of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars annual- 
ly, which will compound over time 
since these inmates would no 
longer be in for long terms. 
Counties, however, will see 
increased one-time costs for re-sen- 
tencing inmates. 

In 1994 many people may not 


have realized that the three strikes 
law would send non-violent petty 
criminals to prison for life; public 
opinion polls have shown that up to 
75 percent of citizens disagree with 
such measures. 

In deciphering the media frenzy 
around Prop. 66 the public should 
consider that such measures have 
had no demonstrable deterrent 
effect, have been racially biased in 
application, and have resulted in 
soaring prison costs.

Sprinting is already an 
uncomfortable task. but for 


Melcher, who several weeks ago 
found out she suffers from ane- 
mia, it looks near impossible. 

Anemia is an abnormally low 
presence of iron, which causes 
red blood cells. to be unable to 
transport enough oxygen to tis- 
sues (like muscles) in the body. 

Each run up the floor is a 
sprint at full speed and the way 
back she can barely muster a trot 
as muscle fatigue catches up with 
her. 

According to Melcher, the 
choice to practice 1s completely 
hers despite only being at best 50 
percent. She wil! have to wait at 
least another week before going 
at full speed due to blood work 
results received on Monday 
which revealed that her red cell 
count was just one point higher 
than a week ago. 

Melcher continues to practice 
at half-speed and did see limited 
playing time last week against 
Pacific and Northern Arizona. 

“T just noticed a few weeks 
ago that I was overly tired and 
needed more sleep,” Melcher 
said. “I was very fatigued and out 
of breath all the time.”

Few things in life are for 
free, but Internet access can be. 

Using the Internet is free 
on campus, but many 
people don’t know that free 
Internet is available on home 
computers as well, via a 
SacLink account, 

A SacLink account is the user 
ID and password needed to log 
on to the Internet at school,. as 
well as to CasperWeb to check 
financial records and grades. 

When students register for a 
SacLink account, all the infor- 
mation to establish free e-mail 
and dial-up Internet access is 


available. Whether or not stu- 


dents actually read the informa- 


tion is a different story. ; 

The SacLink Web’ site, 
www.saclink.csus.edu/saclink/, 
has a list of 14 different phone 
numbers that students can use to 
establish a dial up connection to 
the Internet. The Web site sug- 
gests calling the phone company 
and finding out which number is 
best. 

»-Once a.number is selected, 
users must configure their home 
computer for Internet access 
using a SacLink account. 
Configuration instructions are 
on the SacLink Web site. After 
that, everything is set and ready 


.to log on to the Internet using a 


SacLink ID and password. 
David Hill, director of uni- 


versity computing and commu- 


nication services, said that most 


areas are free of charge, but not 
all are. The phone company may 
have a fee for dialing. 

“IT assume that most students 
know. about the service because 
the information is -avyailable 
when you go to check your 
grades,” Hill said. “At night, the 
lines are very busy, but if you 
keep trying, the system will turn 
over‘enough times so that you 


can get in. Most students aren’t 


online for an extended period of 
time. It’s mainly just to check e- 
mail.” : 

Sac State communications 
senior Jon Brose has_ tried 
SacLink’s Internet service. 

-“T used to use it because it’s 
free, but it is also really slow 
because it’s a dial up connec- 
tion, so I decided to get DSL 


Free home Internet offered for students 


instead,” Brose said. 

Many students are deciding 
to go with high speed Internet or 
DSL which is indisputably much 
faster, but these services can 
also start around $30 a month. 

“I live out in Lincoln and I 


wasn’t sure if I could still dial- 


up,” Senior biology major Cliff 
Hawley. “I also didn’t want to ° 
change my e-mail.” 

Free Internet, no matter how 
slow or busy, is better than no 
Internet at all. It’s also a wallet- 
friendly alternative to expensive 
service.

Diverse races, sizes and dance 
moves take center stage at this 
year’s Sacramento Black Art of 
Dance production, entitled “Quilts: 
Diasporic Tapestries.” 

Straying away from a cast made 
up traditionally of mainly black 
artists and dancers, this production 
is filled with members from many 
ethnic backgrounds, as well as cel- 
ebrating the female form by includ- 
ing dancers of all body types — a 
wonderful statement to make in the 
spotlight. 

The company is in the process 
of rebuilding itself, and with many 
dancers interested in becoming 
members, inclusion of diversity 
seemed a natural decision. 

“Quilts: Diasporic Tapstries”’ is 
the idea of Associate Artistic 


_ Director Nathan Jones, after being 


inspired by his own quilt-making 
and the passing of hts father. . 

“The African-American quilting 
tradition embodies the (S/BAD) 
mission: to weave together person- 
al her/histories in an effort to show 
inherent strength built through a 
variety of texture; color, age and 
ethnic background,’ Jones said in 
the program notes. 

The show is truly a mixture of 
color, ethnic backgrounds and cul- 
tures, with numbers that reflect not 
only Katherine Dunham’s modern 
African-Caribbean dance styles, 
but also influences from Polynesia 
in Eric Vianelle’s piece, to big band 
and swing in Nzinga Wood’s 
“Fabric of a Woman’s Soul.” 

“Fabric” opens up the show, 
with a dimly lit stage, six dancers 
standing alone, and no music. 
Suddenly, each dancer takes a loud 
breath and undulates, causing the 
next dancer to do the same. This 
repeats in a creative rhythmic 
breathing section that closes the 
number, as well. 

The 1920s inspired movements 
to Jill Scott’s “Talk to Me” are ener- 
getic and entertaining, but the awk- 
ward lip synching solo feels more 
like watching a girl performing in 
her bedroom mirror than anything 
ready for the stage. 

Conceived and performed by 
Noah Hayes, “Motherless Child 
Finds Comfort’ depicts, through 
poetry and movement, a man’s 
journey to find his birth mother, 
ultimately leading into a duet with 
Nicole Manker. 

The lighting effects of this 


piece, crafted by designer Kyle 


Lemoi, are vibrant and intriguing, 
with a circle of star-like pools of 
light encompassing Hayes’s body 
as he searches to discover who he 
is. 

Vianelle drew “Churning the

Sea of Milk” from his travels 
around the world to choreograph 
and utilizes props such as gourds 
and silk cloths that resemble water. 
The movements are very modern, 
and the dancers appear to be bone- 
less as they twist and turn, emulat- 
ing dancing in the ocean. The 
dancers seem to travel underwater 
to different exotic locations around 
the world, taking on the move- 
ments of whichever country they 
inhabit. 

With perhaps the most tradition- 
al African-Caribbean influences, 
the duet “Take Me Back”’ gives the 
feeling of attending cultural cere- 
mony. The large, body encompass- 
ing manipulations and thrashing of 
heads and hips were awe inspiring. 

The finale was the most interest- 
ing and_ entertaining piece. 
“Quilting Bee’ symbolizes a true 
quilt and Nathan Jones’s choreog- 
raphy fuses together African- 
Caribbean dancing with modern 
movements and classic music. 

“No Count Blues” by Thas 
Jones and Sarah Vaughn, was a 
closing, high-energy Big Band 
song. Jones combined traditional 
dancing with swing music and 
proved that different styles and eth- 
nicities can be combined to create a 
smooth and fluent piece. 

Dancer Shauna Segler really 
stands out in this number, with 
her long, fiery hair flying as her 
body performs perfect, trained 
movements. Even when trying to 
look at the number as a whole and 
watch every dancer equally, it’s 
difficult to keep your eyes off of 
her.

‘Grudge’ deserves ‘R’ rating

Horror films are great because 
they can entertain, scare, shock and 
surprise, but very few of them can 
make even the bravest moviegoers a 
little unsettled. 

Director Takashi Shimizu’s 
adaptation of “Ju-On,” or “The 
Grudge,” stars Sarah Michelle 
Gellar and does just that. 

American exchange student 
Karen (Gellar, “Scooby Doo,” 
“Buffy the Vampire Slayer’) is 
beginning to get used to living in 
Japan. Her Japanese is getting bet- 
ter, school is going well and she’s 
training to be a care provider for the 
disabled and elderly. 

Karen’s first assignment is as a 
substitute for a woman who didn’t 
come in to work, but from the 
moment Karen steps into the 
patient’s house, fear takes over and 
escalates around her as the curse of 
the house is revealed.

Shimizu takes audiences on a 
frightful journey into terror and dis- 
comfort as unrelenting fear and dis- 
turbing sequences never seem to 
end. Even during the “breaks” from 
fear, viewers are still displaced, 
searching for comfort and rarely 
finding it. The structure of the film 
is hard to follow, as flashbacks are 


constant, .and only hints let you. 


piece the movie together into conti- 
nuity. 
' The filming of the movie in 
Japan causes viewers to be unsettled 
even in calm scenes. Signs can’t be 
read, nothing is identifiable and the 
American audience is unable to 
relax — always looking for answers. 
Unlike most horror films, not 
everything is explained or rational- 
ized. In “A Nightmare on Elm 


Street,” Freddy Krueger can only — 


get you while you’ re sleeping. Jason 


Voorhees only kills those around 


Camp Crystal Lake in the “Friday 


the 13th” series. 

In typical flicks, if you wake up 
or if you leave the camp, you tend to 
be safe. In this film, once you step 
inside, you’re done for. Leave if you 
want. Go across town. It will do no 
good. The power of these spirits 
seems limitless. They can be wher- 
ever you are. They can use your 
phone, create illusions, manifest 
from nowhere and even kill. 

Horror flick stereotypes are 
practically eliminated in this film. 
No screaming girls, no splattering 
gore, no sex and no foul language. 
It’s still surprising that this film, 
despite the lack of these qualities, 
only received a PG-13 rating.
